1 . This application claims benefit of the provisional application: 
60/282,630 with a filing date 04/09/2001 . 

2. Amendment of claim 1 and cancellation of claims 5-9 and 16-34, and a filed 
terminal disclaimer in the amendment filed on May 31, 2005, is acknowledged. Claims 
1-4 and 10-15 are pending in the application. 

Responses to Amendment 

3. Since claims 5-9 have been cancelled, therefore, rejection of claims 5-9 under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is obviated herein. 

4. Since the terminal disclaimer has been filed and approved in the Office, 
therefore, rejection of claims 1-4 and 10-15 under obviousness-type double patenting 
over Sun et al. US 6,797,725, has been overcome in the amendment filed on May 31, 
2005. Since claims 5-9 have been cancelled, therefore, rejection of claims 5-9 under 
obviousness-type double patenting, is obviated herein.

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-2 and 10-15 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to prodrug of 3-(pyrrol-2- 
ylmethylidene)-2-indolinone derivatives. The closest reference is Sun et al. US 
6,797,725, which is the parent case of instant application, discloses prodrug of 3-(pyrrol- 
2-ylmethylidene)-2-indolinone derivatives. The difference between Sun et al. and 
instant claims is that the variable R 5 of formula (I) is different. Suggestion for - 
modification of above record to obtain the instant claimed compounds has not been . 
found. Claims 1-2 and 10-15 are allowed.
